Plans for a second campus, 
which would serve the RSCCD 
have been stalled indefinitely 
pending further studies by the 
California Post Secondary 
Education Commission. 

The campus, which was 
planned to be located in the 
East Orange area, would also 

thave served the North Orange 
County Community College 

- District, NOCCCD, and would 
have helped alleviate the over 
crowdedness now experienced 
at County schools. 

The move by the commission 
came last week in San Diego 
when it voted unanimously to 
recommend to the legislature 
that funds not be provided for 
the project in the 1979-80 
budget. l 

Vern Armstrong, Administra- 
tive Dean of Planning and 
Development at SAC, was not 
too surprised by the commis- 
sion'saction. “The project is not 
cancelled,” he said. ‘‘The 


commission couldn't make a 
mea

campus stalled 


decision on the site so the 
decision was made to postpone 
the action until September.” 

John E. Johnson, President of 
the RSCCD, said he did not see 
the commission's action as a 
defeat for the district. 

“We had indicated that we 
would prefer to have a 
deferment on the matter if the 
commission was going to make 
a further study,” he said. “At 
least if they couldn't approve our 
request for funds this will not 
lead to a denial.” 

Part of the reason for the 
commission's decision to do 
further study has to do with the 
proposed location of the 
campus. The commission wants 
a central location which would 
serve both the RSCCD and the 
NOCCCD. 

However, Armstrong said 
that, “The site now considered 
is easily accessible from all 
areas of Orange County.” 

Another possible reason for 
the delay of funding is the 
realization that Proposition 13 
could be approved by the voters

Sponsored by ICC and with cooperation from 


Santa Ana College 
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this June. Again, however, 
Armstrong says, ‘‘although 
Proposition 13 would cut heavily 
into the current operation and 
long-term planning, it would not 
be directly related to the project. 
Proposition 13 has a short-term 
impact and funds for the second 
campus have already been 
earmarked,” he said. 

So, the decision by the 
commission to postpone action 
on the project should not worry 
SAC students too much, 
Armstrong felt. 

We fully expect the 
commission will act on the 
recognized need and approve 
the campus in September,” he 
said. 

Projected growth rates for the 
RSCCD show that by 1980 SAC, 
the only community college in 
the district, will be filled to 
Capacity. 

Those involved, however, feel 
that by then construction on the 
second campus would have 
begun and the projected student 
growth would be taken care of.

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Sexual assertion 
discussed inseminar

Joyce Earl, SAC counselor 
and instructor, has been holding 
a 9-week seminar called 
“Sexual Myths and Gender 
Roles.” The topic of last week’s 
meeting was ‘Sexual Asser- 
tion.” 

The meaning behind asser- 
tion is “learning how to say no, 
learning how to say yes, 
learning how to express yourself 
without feelings that you are 
being put down; or that you are 
attacking; or you do not have the 
right to do that,” according to 
Earl. 

When the word sexual is 
added it has almost the same 
meaning. Earl says “when it 
comes to our own personal 
sexuality and our own 
functioning as sexual human 
beings, there is no right and 
wrong message. You and l learn 
our sexuality. Your sexuality is 
yours and it does not need or 
have to be recognized by 
somebody else.” 

In the two-hour session, the 
attendants participated in the 
seminar through exercises. 
Some of the assertion exercises 
were done in the meeting, but 
Earl also gave them things to do 
at home with partners. 


One of the exercises was a 
board routine. Earl and the 
audience made a list of what 
they thought were the most 
important ingredients in a 
sexual relationship. The board 
was filled with everything from 
communication to cleanliness. 

After everyone agreed that 
they had enough ideas, Earl 
asked the audience if any of 
these things were essential to a 
good sexual relationship. The 
answer was no. The exercise 
expressed this fact. Earl said, ‘In 
order for you to know what it is 
to be sexually assertive, you 
have to know your own value 
system.” 

One of the main components 
in becoming sexually assertive, 
is to know your own rights. Earl 
handed out a Bill of Rights, 
written by Sol Gordon. Earl 
explained each section of the bill 
to the intrigued group. 

The other seminars will be “Is 
There Sex after 40?: Fears of 
Menopause and Aging.” The 
guest speaker will be Ina Bliss, 
executive director of Planned 
Parenthood Association of 
Orange County.

major concern for U. S. 


The spraying of marijuana plants in Mexico with 
the deadly herbicide paraquat has been going on 
for over two years. Readers of High Times 
magazine found out about it last summer. The 
general public discovered its use only months ago. 

The fact that this has been going on since 1976, 
coupled with the assurance by the government 
that there is no end in sight, has made smokers of 
marijuana scared, cautious and mad as hell! 

Paraquat, a highly lethal substance, was used in 
Viet Nam to eradicate and defoliate the jungles. Its 
use was proven to be very successful and is 
labeled one of the most potent poisons known to 
man. 

However, there is much disagreement over the 
potential harm paraquat-laced marijuana will 
cause to a person's body. 

Critics charge that the damage could be very 
severe. The Environmental Protection Agency has 
warned that the chemical can cause birth defects. 

Also, in the February issue of Science 

Magazine, /n an article which to date is the most 
thorough, it was found that, “ingestion or 
inhalation of one tenth of an ounce is sufficient to 
damage major internal organs and result in a 
painful death after 24 hours.” 

Peter Bourne, President Carter's Special 
Assistant for Health Issues, believes, however, 
that these charges are unfounded. Bourne said, 
“I'm not sure there's any demonstrable health 
hazard. People who disagree with me do so ona 
largely emotional basis without any scientific 
substantiation. | mean, we have nobody coming

into hospital emergency rooms with toxic effects.” 

The question of the harmfulness of paraquat 
tainted marijuana is not the only disagreement 
people have over the issue. There is also the 
question of just how involved the U.S. government 
was, or is, in the whole spraying operation. 

Over the last five years the government has 
provided Mexico with 40 million dollars for the 
program and the official word is that the financing 
is not about to stop. 

An official for the State Department said in 
Science Magazine that, “we provide funds only 
for opium eradication. The Mexicans extended it to 
marijuana on their own and we don't want to 
disturb that.” 

While the official government position is that 
the whole issue is a health problem, much like 
tobacco, and not a ‘policy question, ‘the fact is that 
nobody knows what smalldoses of paraquat over 
an extended period of time will do to a person. 

el DON agrees with the National Organization 
for Reform of Marijuana Laws (NORML), Southern 
California's Against Marijuana Spraying (SCAMS) 
and other organizations who believe that all U.S. 
involvement should be stopped. 

Although not legally accepted, marijuana 
smoking is done by literally millions of people 
throughout the country and if the government is 
using this ‘paraquat scare’ to try to discourage the 
practice they can expect to have as much luck as 
prohibition did with stopping people fromdrinking 
alcoholic beverages.

Governor's race - a show 
between five hopefuls

As the governor's race in 
California becomes more and 
more uncertain each day, the 
top contenders become more 
vocal. Governor Brown, for 
instance, has lately been criss- 
crossing the state with such 
fervor and determination that 
one would think there was 
someone running against him in 
the primaries. 

The Republicans also have 
been gearing up as the 
countdown to the June primary 
approaches. Ed Davis, by 
spouting off at the mouth every 
chance he gets, Evelle Younger 
by maintaining his air of 
professionalism, Ken Maddy by 
proclaiming he's the only one 
who can beat Jerry Brown in 
November, Peter Wilson by 
assuring everyone that he has 
no intention of quitting and John 
Briggs by nonchalantly saying 
that it doesn’t matter if he wins 
or loses, what counts is giving 
the people a choice. 

Of all the hopefuls, only one is 
assured of winning in June. 
Governor Brown, who faces 
only token opposition by eight 
unknowns, is certain of victory 
in the primary and, only a few 
months ago, was fairly certain of 
being re-elected come 
November. 

However, the polls have 
shown a drastic drop in the 
governor's popularity lately, 
possibly because of his stands 
on controversial issues, such as 
the death penalty, and also 
because of the five Republican 
candidates who have been 
pecking away at his ability to 
serve for over a year now. 


Realizing this, Brown has 
launched a massive re-election 
campaign in hopes of regaining 
his support. The major difficulty 
Brown will probably encounter, 
however, will be proposition 13. 
If it is approved by the voters in 
June, Brown will be forced to 
take action on it one way or the 
other and, either way, will have 
people mad at him. 

In thè GOP race, the man 
whom insiders thought would 
easily win, Evelle Younger, is 
looking at second and possibly 
third place at the present. Some 
say that the major reason for his 
drop is his uninspiring, and at 
times boring, campaign 
speeches 


Younger and his staff feel it is 
unfair to place such an 
emphasis on personality and 
speaking style but, typically in 
California the person who has 
been able to capture the voters 
appeal with charm and 
personality has won the race. 
While Younger maintains that 
the voters will choose a 
candidate on his record and 
experience this is not usually 
the case but then, stranger 
things have happened. 

Ed Davis for governor? There 
are many people who would like 
to see this question become a 
reality and it is quite possible 
that it could. Davis, a newcomer 
to politics, has surprised 
everyone by surpassing all other 
Republican'candidates to take 
the lead in the last few weeks of 
the primary. 

With his ultra-conservative 
views and his outspokeness on 


just about every issue, Davis has 
gained support from traditional- 
ly conservative republicans who 
also supported Reagan in his bid 
for the governorship. 

Davis's strongest point is his 
ability to charm his audiences by 
telling them what they want to 
hear. Using this year’s property 
tax initiatives as his major 
sounding board, Davis 
emphasizes his position at every 
opportunity. A favorite line of his 
is, “‘people have virtually been 
driven out of their homes rather 
gradually by property taxes,” 
and, “speaking of opponents of 
Proposition 13, | haven't heard 
one of them say we'll have to cut 
welfare, not a single one.” 

One thing which could. help 
Davis dramatically is the fact 
that one of his opponents, John 
Briggs, withdrew his candidacy 
and threw his support to Davis. 

Meanwhile, the other two 
GOP hopefuls have been 
arguing between themselves. 
Pete Wilson,Mayor of San Diego 
accused Ken Maddy, a state 
senator from Fresno, of 
attempting to persuade him to 
drop ott of the race. Maddy 
denies any knowledge of the 
attempt while Wilson pledges to 
campaign even harder now. 

While Wilson’s chances at 
this time appear slim, latest 
polls show him in fourth place, 
Maddy is edging ahead and 
could be a surprise winner.

Schmitz, 47, former candidate 
for president in the 1972 
election running for the 
American Independent Party, is 
looking for a seat in the Cal. 
state senate, one that has 
eluded him before. His 
campaign, under the direction of 
Bill Butcher and Arnold Ford, 
has been a strong one against 
his other five opponents. 

Our game plan,” says 
Schmitz, ‘has been to find all out 
supporters. If walking door to 
duor, in every precinct was what 
we needed, that’s what we did. 
I'm not concerned with apathy, 
continued Schmitz, percentages 
will get that.” 

Wright's philosophies differ 
completely to his counterpart 
Gates.

Wright, a resident of Anaheim 
has 13 years of experience in 
law enforcement and has been 
teaching at SAC for the last 
three years. He has his B.A. and 
Masters degrees in Criminal 
Law, after graduation from Cal.

There can be 
quite a few areas where financial conservation on our campus as well as others 
throughout the state can benefit taxpayers and still help our publicly funded 
organizations run efficiently.

Dramatic rises in L.A. property taxes over the last three years have led to a huge 
public outcry against inequities inherent in assessment practices, as homeowners 
have charged city government with taking bribes from wealthy interests, both 
individual and corporate, misusing collected revenues and making selective area 
readjustments that ultimately place a value on some lots higher than what the 
market will bear. 

Indeed, many of those accusations seemed to have borne fruit, as L.A. County 
Assessor Philip Watson was chased out of office while being investigated for 
accepting favors in exchange for lower property rates. Controller Ira Reiner’s 
refusal to allow the county to pay for certain excursions councilmen have taken, 
and the fact that outlying parts of the area haven't been assessed in half a decade or 
so. 

This condition has caused many small businessmen and individual 
homeowners, especially senior citizens, to cry they are being bankrupted by the 
county. So in the crisis, out of a nearby talk show, leaps Howard Jarvis, with his 
economic miracle cure guaranteed to relieve our northern neighbors of greedy 
politicians, high taxes and acne. 

But in every bad situation there is someone to exploit it, and Howard Jarvis is 
such a (ahem) man. Representing apartment owners, his interests stand to gain 
handsomely should crock--er, prop. 13 pass. Basically, what it would to is limit 
property taxes to one percent of market value, leading to increases in windfall 
profits by those who run multiple-unit complexes. Jarvis states that because of the 
lower ensuing rate, landlords would reduce rent fees. Actually, since apartment 
owners are already getting good money for their dwellings and L.A.’s occupancy 
rate is so high (around 98%), there is no reason why they would want to pass on any 
kind of saving to their tenants. 

Prop. 13 is also getting backing, though very tentatively, from giant corporations 
that may also profit from this chicanery, as their share of tax duties will go down, 


keeping much-needed revenues in the hands of big business and putting more: 


pressure on middle-income level wage earners. 

Other considerations are the crippling of an already farcical school system, police 
and fire departments, and-health and welfare services. 

The Jarvis Amendment deserves a no vote; a tool of wealthy interests that could 
eventually lead to economic and, in the long run, social chaos.

Not only was the talent of the 
acting flowing smoothly from 
the stage in Phillips Hall on 
Thursday night, but the set 
design, lighting, costuming, and 
make-up combined together to 
make SAC’s Theatre Arts final 
production And Miss Reardon 
Drinks a Little a first-class 
success. 

Miss Reardon is a comedy of 
desperate personalities that 
probes deeply into the troubled 
relationships of three sisters ata 
time of crisis in their lives. “Itis 
the most serious of the four 
plays done this year, but 
certainly not lacking in 
comedy,” stated SAC director 
Thomas Timm Brucks. 

The actresses who play the

younger sister, played by Alice 
Reich, who is a devoted 
vegetarian. 

The third sister, Ceil Adams, 
portrayed by Karen Beckelhymer 
of Tustin, is not admired, let 
alone liked, by her sisters. The 
reasons for the definite dislike 
among the sisters are many, and 


are pulled out in the open one by 
one.

Kirwan and Tim Luchau portray 
Fleur and Bob Stein, a 
nauseating wife and an equally 
obnoxious husband. 

Other cast members include 
Suzanne Chapman of Anaheim 
as Mrs. Pentrano and Don 
Dickinson of Orange as the 
delivery boy. 

Miss Reardon will continue 
through Sunday. Performances 
tonight and Saturday will begin 
at 8 p.m. in Phillips Hall, and on 
Sunday there will be a 2:30 
matinee. Tickets can be 
purchased at the door. 

How does Miss Reardon 
compare to SAC’s productions 
of the past. ‘Comparing one play 
to another is like trying to 
compare two completely 
separate football games. It just 
can't be done,” said director 
Brucks.

Import music is quite different. To fit into this 
category , technically, the album need only be 
imported to the states from another part of the 
world, although some American artists succeed in 
having both domestic and import releases. 

Import albums are characteristically better 
pressings,but may be albums that have a couple of 
songs that are not on the American release, have 
different packaging (i.e. Jimi Hendrix's Electric 
Ladyland) or are Compilation albums that may 
have different song selections. The Beach Boys 
are a good example with no less than eight import 
albums. 

Getting away from the technical definition of 
import records, we find that albums available to us 
as imports tend to own a more unique, less 
commercial type of sound. Extreme examples are 
Van Der Graaf Generator, Amon Duul Il and 
Tangerine Dream, AD Il and TD from German: 
countryland. 

Tangerine Dream have gained considerable 
fame. and notoriety from their contribution to 
William Friedkin’s Sorcerer. They have toured 
twice, playing the Santa Monica Civic lighted by 
laserium and later playing Griffith Park’s outdoor 
Greek Theater. 

The three member group including Edgar 
Froese, Chris Franke and Peter Baumann have 
since gained two members, Steve Jollife, who was 
in early Steamhammer will play electronic sax and 
fill Peter Baumann’s keyboard seat who we for 
Romance _ in 76 and hopefully more successful 
solo efforts. 

A drummer will return to Dream and explore the 
capabilities of a kit that utilizes conventional 
attachments but will have a trigger-tom that will 
send a percussive signal straight into a 
synthesizer. If desired, the signal can be altered 
and routed to different instruments on stage. 

The sound won't break TD's traditional sound, 
but will probably convey more emotion than a 
sequencer, because the split decision the human 
brain makes depends on feelings rather than 
-buttons. 

Tangerine Dream is due to tour again soon. 

Froese has carried on his own synthesizer 
‘experiments apart from TD. Aqua, Epsilon in 
Malaysian Pale, Macula Transfer and Ages all 


are free flowing but seem to parallel TD's 


evolvement toward a slightly more structural 
format. It’s remarkable that Froese has evolved his 
personal style while at the same time being such 
an integral part of Tangerine Dream. 

The same is true with Peter Hammill. Froese 
and Hammill seem to release solo efforts 
conjuntive with group efforts. Van Der Graaf defy 
classification. Saxaphone and keyboard dominate 
style, but the mention of them together or 
separate is misleading. 

The music is intense, acute and emotional, 
framing Hammills lyrical impressions, visions, 
feelings, and observations, lavishly. H to He Who 
Am The Only One and Pawn Hearts both with 
Robert Fripp are masterfull classics. 

Hammill’s voice itself is difficult to elucidate. It 
Carries, it screeches, soothes and above all 
commands attention. It is entirely capable of 
delivering complex musical arrangements with 
single accompanyment . Thank you Peter and the 
Troubadour! 

Amon Duul II is equally unclassifiable in their 
avant-guard melodies. They have been called the 
pioneers of Germanspace rock. Amon Duul was a 
musical community which began with a floating 
membership of 10-12, with some free jazz people, 
some pop people and some people-people. 

The new sound they created reportedly knocked 
their audiences brains a foot further behind their 
eyeballs. The Duul eventually split to | and II with 
Amon | going into the community scene more than 
music and Amon II going on to widen as many 
more eyeball to brain gaps as they could find. 

Duul Il has gone from completely: almost 
unaccessible:, improvisional, freaking weird type 
music, to material that is almost completely 
accessible and very pleasant to listen to. 

Their first album Phallus Dei and their last 
album Pyragony are 180° polar opposites, totally 
contrary to one another. In respect to the diversity 
accomplished in 10 albums, Amon Duul II could be 
considered the most completely entertaining band 
in the world. 

"If you do what you want, and it’s done really 
strongly, with conviction, maybe the audience 
feels it too, and knows whether or not you just 
want to fool around. If it’s really serious, then 
maybe people will agree to it on your terms, and 
with the passing of the years some success. 
Maybe not enough to earn millions, but you get 
enough to live from That's all | can ask for, that’s 
all | want. Maybe someday prosperity will look 
back on your work as something very important, 
something very historical, maybe even 
something timeless. But you don't even think 
about that, because it’stoo self-conscious You 
don't worry about the fame now or 
posthumously, or the money as long as there is 
enough, you simply do it, and you do it 
honestly.”

“Spikers” finish 3rd 
in state tournament

“It was a bad time for us to be 
off our game, said SAC 
volleyball coach Armen 
Guleserian after losing a semi- 
final match in the state 
tournament to finish third. 

Guleserian was understand- 
ably disappointed in the 
outcome of the tournament. The 
Dons lost the semi-final match 
against San Bernardino Valley 
College, a team they had beaten 
twice during league play. The 
winner of the tournament, 
Santa Monica College lost to 
SAC in the only encounter 
between the two teams earlier 
this season. En route to the 
showdown with SBVC, the Dons 
thrashed L.A. Valley 15-10, 16- 
14, and 15-5. 

The team had abouta four- 
hour break before their next 
match, which didn't get started 
until about 9:45 p.m. last Friday 
at the Santa Barbara City 
College Sports Pavilion. 

SAC didn't get started until 
about 10:15 and not until SBVC 
jumped out in front one game to 
O. Sparked by some devastating 
spiking by Max Tuioti, the Dons 
evened up the match with a 15- 
12 game. But the next two 
games saw the team fall apart. 
Guleserian said, “We gave them 
too many points. We didn't run 
our offense because our passing 
was so week.” SBVC won the 
last two games with relative 
ease. 

Saturday, the Dons played 
L.A. Harbor for third place 
honors and for a time it

But then things started clicking 
again for SAC. They came back 
to beat L.A. Harbor 15-7, 15-5, 
and 15-5. “We were simply 
awesome,” Guleserian remarked. 

The L.A. Harbor victory 
marked the end of a long season 
in which the Dons posted a 22-2 
record, which is the best in the 
state. The match was the last of 
the season on the spring sports 
slate at SAC. The team’s first 
place finish in the South Coast 
Conference made them the only 
SAC team to take a champion- 
ship this spring. 

It sounds impossible. but 
Guleserian is under the 
impression that next year’s 
team will be even better. The 
Don mentor, who was recently 
named SCC Coach of the Year, 
said that, “We will definitely be 
the strongest team in the 
league.’’ First team all- 
conference selections, Chris 
Baker and Ta Lime, are expected 
to return in ‘79. Second team all 
conference player, Rollie 
Velasco, is also coming back to 
SAC. 

First team selection Ed Risko 
and second team all-conference 
Joe Kalima, both sophomores, 
are expected to transfer to a 
university where their talents 
will be on display at the four- 
year level.

Offered the year round here at 
SAC is a class for all you 
Southern California ‘‘beach- 
combers” interested in the fun 
and very popular sport of 
surfing. 

Under the expert direction of 
wrestling coach Frank 


Addieman, this class worth one 
unit of PE credit is designed for 
the beginning “wave rider.” 


Addleman, SAC’s_ highly 
successful wrestling coach for 
the past ten years and avid 
surfer himself since the early 
fifties, is veryenthusiastic about 
the class which meets once a 
week on Friday mornings. 


“What this class is primarily 
for is for students who want to 
learn the proper fundamentals 
of surfing’’says Addleman.’We 
have hardly any prerequisites 
for the class, only the ability to 
swim, and the ownership of any 
kind of surfboard that’s ridable.”’ 

Addieman has been teaching 
this class off and on over the 
past few semesters. Along with 
being the school’s wrestling 
coach, he also teaches a ski 
class in the fall that goes on 
various skiing excursions 
throughout the semester. 
Addleman would also like to 
start some other classes such as 
Judo for credit, but just can't 
find the time to do so. 

“What | try to show the 
beginners is the proper ways to 
paddie out into waves, turn 
around for the takeoff and then 
try and stand up,” continued 
Addleman. 

This class is open to both 
men and women ranging from 
all ages, states Addleman’‘We 
have one member in his early 


fifties learning to surf, and he 
really enjoys himself.” 
Addleman has learned 


and progressed his surfing skills | 


over the years on all sizes of 
boards since he lived in Hawaii 
in his early life. 

“I’ve seen all kinds of waves, 
and ridden all types all over the 
world. California is an excellent 
place to surf,” continued 
Addleman:There’sa lot of waves 
all up-and down the west coast.” 

The class primarily surfs 


anywhere from 22nd to 25th 
streets down at Newport, but 
occasionally goes down south 
on all-day trips for the class tc 
try out different types of waves.
